Milwaukee, April 10.— Nine firemen 
art dead, tlx are ■erkmsly injured and 

Milwankco's leadiiiij theater, tlie David- 
ion, ia in ruins, the reealt of ft lire which 
myterlonsly atarted In fb* tool at the 
building early Monday morning. 

At 4:20 o'clock tiamea were seen break- 
ing out from the rear of the Davidson 
thcatfir and hotel, a structuro valued at 
1800,000. An alarm waa promptly re- 
•ponded to, bnt not nntil ttie roof waa a 
sheet of flames. 

linnifdiutoly on the arrival of the tiro- 
men liidi 1( I S were run up and the men 
rushed up on the roof, six storiea from 
the groubd. In doing so, Allie Bies. 
one of the men, slipiied and fell to the 
ground, being killed by the fall. 

A ntimber of flremen were directed to 
the rear portion of tho roof, right over 
the Btagt), where the fire waa the woret. 
These firemen and others took their sta- 
tions and began work, when, without 
warning, the roof nuder Ihe men gave 
way, precipitating 20 of thamen 80 icot 
below into the fire on tha large itage of 
^tiieater. 

Deeds of 111 roism were numerous, ae 
nsnal, undtr hiich cirt.-ni:istaucoa. 
Miobaol Dukii. captain of one of tlu' tire 
toga, alld down a rope, liand ov> r Inuid, 
to ttie roof of the Davidson hotel, which 
efloaped dentmotiao. The fire took a 
new start among the debris, and amid 
the groans and shouts of the iniprisoiKnl 
fircnieu the work of rescue began and 
wa« kept up until S o'clock last ui«ht, 
when tho laiit body waa taken out and 
the work abandoned.

John Crowley renniined in tho ruins 
alive lor hours and hid comrades 
put fortti tremendou.s exertions to save 
nijji. There was fire all around hiin, 
and the spot where he was piuned down 
was kept tt(.K)d(H.l. Alongalwut 10 o'clock 
the firemen got near enough to speak to 
him and were a good deal surprised to 
find hun conscious and able to talk. He 
asked his rescuers to be careful and not 
drown him with tho streams. Ue said 
there was a ileiid man near him, but did 
not know who it was. 

After that * lowley s voice could not 
be heard for soiiie little time and it was 
feared that he was ili iid, but ho sulisr 
quently was able t> nialio liinkself iuNiid 
again. He said the liody near him was 
that of a uian who had been drownt d. 
Some iron r<Kls were pinioning ('rowley 
down, and the firemen could not stop 
throwing water on the burning ruins 
above liini, tor fear that the unioiiunato 
man would be burned to death. An en- 
gine was kt pt drawing water fix>m a 
point directly under Crowley, in the hope 
that he could \>e kept alive. 

At noon the awful alternative was 
considered of cutting otf t'rowley's legs 
to release him, and it is said the poor fel- 
^w re(iuested this to be done. There 
was 10 feet of bondng ditali about the 
pinioned man. 

At 12:16 Fireman Crowley wjw re- 
leased from the ruins and taken to the 
fimergenoy hospital. He is badly hurt 
and may die. Ho had been imprisoned 
for seven hours.

Another Ores* Warthtp Added to Y<>itr 
I'ucli* Sum's Fleet. 

PiHLAUi:i,FHi.\, April 10. -When Cap 
tain Sumner hoisted his flag on the Co- 
lumbia at Cramp's shipyard Monday, iu 
accordance with the orders of the navy 
department, placing her in oommiasion, 
the Uuite<.l States became the proud pos- 
sessor of the finest aud fastest msii-of- 
wur in the world, and of a vessel tiiat 
oan show heels to any other oroiser or mer- 
chantman that floats. The Columbia is 
the second triple-screw omiaer to be built 
in the world, the other being llw German 
warship Kaiserin Augusta. 

While the Colombia has not the speed 
of soma of the torpedo boat^, she is nev- 
ertheleas the swifnst ressel of any groat 
tonnage alloat. For several wecdts past 
a large force of workmen has been en- 
gaged in giving the flnlsmng touches to 
the vessel, and she wss surnndeired by 
the painters, when everjrthing in sight 
had been painted the reguluuon white. 
The Cokuabia will first go to New 
York, where she will join tM North At- 
lantic squadron under Commander 
Aleade. 

During the simmier she will make a 
voyage to £urope, and the big naval au- 
thorities of the old world will bo afford- 
eil au opportunity of seeing wliat Uucle 
Sam is doing for the protection of his 
shores. The next ship to be launched 
by the Cramps is the American liner St. 
Louis, and she will be followed by a 
sister ship, tho St. Paul.

PLIA DID QU ILTY. 

Theodore P. Haughey, Es-Preaident of the 

IniliannpolU National nank. 

iN-ni \N M'oi.is, April 10. Toth ' great 
surprise of ad, tXi.ept his immediate at- 
torneys, Theodore P. Haughoy, ex-prosi- 
dout or the Indianapolis National bank 
which failed July U'}, IH93, ajvpeared be- 
fore J udge liaker of tiie United Staten 
district court yesterday afternoon at 
4:30 o'clock and pleaded guilty to hav- 
ing systematically wrecked and looted 
the bank and onbezzled the funds to the 
amount of nearlv fl.OOO.UOO. 

The trials of the bank wreckers begin 
today in the federal court, Haugh-iry's 
being the first one on the list of seven. 
The others are his son, Schtnrler C. 
Haughey, Fardval and Frank CoJm of 
the indianapoliii Cabinet company. 
Cashier Rexford. Albert C. Beed and xi. 
B. F. Pierce. Theae will be tried as in- 
dicted for aiding and abetting. 

The hidictment of T. P. Haughev con- 
tains 167 counts, he pleading guilty to 
five of the counts which contain the snb- 
stanoe of the whole indictment, 'i he 
ootmta refer spedfically to misappropri- 
ating the bauK's money to the use of the 
Indianapolis Cabinet company, trans- 
ferring funds to himself, makiug false 
entries and Issuing a false statement of 
the bank's oonditlon a few dajrs before 
the bank doors were closed. 

Mr. Haughey a«>eared in court, 
bowed and broken with the weight of 6.') 
years and the consciousness of hA^ing 
wilfully robbed Us lifelong friends, 
neighbors and associates in the fraternity 
of Odd Fellowship of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. He has been for 40 
years the most trust d man in the city 
and the curtain is now closing. Tb'3 
court announced he would senten6« the 
prisoner after the trials of the acce^ 
sories. 

Tbe penalty is from five to 10 years 
imprisouuient and oan be oiicaped only 
by death or the p inion oi the president 
of the Uuited States.

Pond Creed, O. T., April 10.— As the 
sonthlotmd train No. 1 on the Rock 
Island was approaching the Arkansas 
river, four miles south of here, at 11 
o'clock liist niglit. a masked robber 
boardidtli'- eiigiiie. waicii wa-ruiiniug 
slowly as usual m a^j roaeaing the ini Igo 
at this jioiiit, and levelling tw<j iv\ olvc. s 
at til" engiMicr's head, he comniandi-d 
him to s'op till- tram. 1 li" ongiu' er at 
first mad" a slujw of rest- t.inci». but the 
threatening attitude oi the robber over- 
came any d- .- ire he might have had to 
guard the co:ni)any's prop rry. 

As si«)n as the train stoiijieii sev lal 
other masUod robbers, the a tual num- 
bi r of winch is not known, made for tlie 
oiiiressc ar. .lack Harmon, the Wdis- 
Fi rgo express uiessc ngor. leali/ing that 
an attempted robbery wa.i being perjie- 
trated, ((Uicidy picKO I up his revolver 
and stood at ihe l ar .loor, ready to meet 
the oijsiauglit of the liandits. vVlieii t le 
latter reachotl the car they and tli' iiii-s- 
senger comnienced to p.irhy a>- tf 
whether the door should be opeiu- i oi 
not. Harmon finally positively dtxlineu 
to open up. 

The rnbli.'is then jilaceii a stick of 
dynamite under th<- car and an e p!.,- 
Bion followed which tore oiitn the wiiolc 
side of the car. .Vfter the e.xijlosion one 
of the robbers approached the car, and 
as soon as b'- vv.is si'vn liy ib si-i'iiger 
Harmon, th'' latter opened fire anil killed 
tho rouiici instantly.

iliscussed. No formal action was token 
hut it was the opinion of many of those 
present that some steps should be taken 
lor the protection of the English inter- 
ests that are menaced by the uncoin- 
piomising attitude of the American 
man.igors. Another meeting will be held 
on Saturday next, and it is not improb*

SOME CAUSES OF DEPRESSION. 

"A number of persons," nays tlie Cour- 
ier-Journal, " recently gave the Boston 
Herald the benefits of their views with 
reference to bosiness depression. It in 
scarcely necessary to say that some of 
them laid the blame on the Wilson bill. 
I'lit it is worthy of rciniirlc tliat sonic of 
the very people who took this view went 
on to add observations wholly at variance 

with such :i position. 

" Mr. < icor^c 1). Mat kay, Clmirnian of 
the New York Business Men's Relief 
Committee, after denouncing tariff re- 
duction as a prime cause of depression, 
also declared that the overcrowding in 
cities is the great trouble. ' High factory 
wages and low farm wageo,' he says, 
'line destroyed the furin industries — 
wiiatever will restore farmioK will ini- 
prove conditions— and make them more 
stable. This ean lie done by relief to 
farm burdens liy some reduction in tax- 
ation.' ' 

"We leave Mr. Ma(.-kiiy to reconcile his 
two iwsitions us Itest lie can, and invite 
attention to the views of Mrs. Clara T. 
Leonanl, of Spriii;;lie]d, Ma.sH., who is 
anotlier of tliose wiio hiy a whare of tiie 
i)lame on the tarill' reformers. Never- 
theless, she directs attention to the em- 
barrassments of the farmers, as follows : 

I'aniiin).' is becuming more niid more; 
(lillieult, ahiiost iiii|i0R8ible for want of 
ti'U.st wort iiy fa rill lal<ore(s. l'ariner.>-'« iviNS 
r»'ally Fuller for want ni donu'stic iielp. 
In tlie lieanliful mid | irosiieroiis village of 
Lonirioe.iduw and ui iicr simihir ni'itrlihor- 
hoods to Spi iii;;tield. w ithin easy distance 
of our cities, families actually siid'er for 
want of hniisehoiil assistance. 1 hav<' 
lat'dy known rich farmers' wives witli 
younjichildren, willinv'to payijo kI wa'.;es, 
unalile to jret any iloiiicst ic whatever. 
I'very well-meant ell'ort whi< 'i draws the 
jiopnlalion U' l-dcd in the country into 
the citv. where it is superfluous, creates 
depemlence and piu|)erism on tlm one 
hand, and crippli's the fanner in his n - 
sources on tiie other. I re;;ard tin; move- 
ment of the rural po|)ulation to our con- 
sented cities anil the lack of early train- 
in'4 in all manual labor the the two 
prime factors of tilt our poverty and pau- 
perism." 

" At tlie adoption of t lie ( 'onstit ution 
over a century ago, the great mass of our 
population was agricaltoral. It was then 
argued that protection to inanufactarers 
would be a great iik's.sin^ to the farmers. 
It is still argued by protectionists, but 
look at the facts. The rush to the cities 
is promoted by the i)reten8e that protec- 
tion makes wa'_'eM hi^h. The farmer is 
unable to get the help he needs. On the 
other hand, the employes of manufac- 
turers are idle a lar;.'e part of the time. 
yU\i\y of them prefer to remain in citien 
and accept charity rather than go to the 
«Muintry and suppiv tlie labor w hich the 
farmers need. Yet w hcu it is proposed 
to take Ironi the farmers some of the 
needless burdens, imposed not for the 
henelit of other laborers, but for the sup- 
I>ort of trusts and oombineej we are met 
by the cry that these measures of justice 
will ruin business. We quote the above 
views to sliowthat this theory can not be 
supported without falling into the gross- 
est inconsistencies."

The Times gives this bit of eneoarag' 

ing news from the railroads: "The re- 
ports of railroad earnings for the fourth 
week of March indicate a rapid increase 
in trniHc. There is always a steady 
growth of railroad business in the spring, 
which is usually acciimpanied by an 
equal increase in operating expenses, 
but the stioeeaeive weekly reports for 

March show an extraordinary incroast! 
in earuings considering the slow recovery 
of the country from its period of business 
depression. Were it not that the earn- 
ings of most of the large roads last spring 
were unusually heavy, the aggregate 
earnings for March this year would af- 
ford very satisfactory compaiisons. Ba- 
sing their hopes on the rapid increase 
in the volume of traffic during liarch, 
railroad men are looking forward to ex- 
( eptionally good returns for the eonent 

month.' 

"A glance at some of the figures just 
made pulilic apparently justifies them in 
their expe< tation8. The Missouri Pacific 
system's ^ross earnings in the fourth 
week of last month were $711,000, an 
increase of $265,730 over the earnings of 
the previous week. The St. Paul roail 
earned in the fourth week $802,953, as 
against $668,446 in the third week. The 
Louisville and Nashville reports an in- 
crease for the same period of about $136,- 
000, and the Chesapeake and Ohio an in- 
crease of $7G,205. The Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas road earned $I43,o21 in the 
third week in March, and increased its 
earnings in the fourth week to $272,225. 
The Wabash Railway reports an advance 
of nearly $120,000 in its gross earnings 
for the fourth week over its third week's 
earnings. Comparing the same two 
week, tlie St. Louis and Southwestern 
shows an increase of $24,000, the Texas 
and Paelfle an i n cre a ee of $BS,000, the 
Richmond and Danville an iiu-roase of 
$31,000, the Lake Erie and Western an in- 
creaae of $17/100, and the Buffido^ Boch* 
ester and FittibaiK an inereaie of $40,-
